UNITED STATES EMANCIPATION 

POLICY.; 



If any doubt remained in the minda of 
impartial men in Enropo that the Gorem- 
ment of the United States ia now faiily 
pltdged to the policy of emancipation, we 
cannot but think that the meeting of Ameri- 
cans reiident in London, held on the 26th 
Noyember, would serve to removo all mil- 
givinga on the subject. The Minister of the 
United Statos declared, in the most distinct 
manner, that the freedom of the slave, Iho 
•ipnrging of the dark stain upon tht> nation- 
al character of the Northern States, was the 
great object for which the war would bo 
conducted to ita successful termination. It 
wai pointed out, in language which admitted 
of no misapprehension, that one of the 
ground! upon -which Americans in every 
part of the world, should assemble and join 
ia a day of thanksgiving to a beneficent 
Providence, wai that the President 
of the United States had, by hia proclama- 
tion, and by his subsequent act of enlisting 
negroes in the army, provided for tho emanci- 
pation of the •lavre. That great social ques- 
tion which had been pondered ovor so 
anxiously by every lover of Ireedom among 
the American citizens, which had hitherto 
baffled all the ingenuity of their statesmen, 
had defied the undoubted expression of pub- 
lic opinion, and which successive adminis- 
trations had feared to grapple with, bad at 
lant been dealt with by a President who, 
possessed of no greater ability and less of 
political experience than many of his pre- 
decessors had, however, impressed every ono 
with the value of bis honesty and fidelity to 
the cause of freedom. The proclamation 
of liberty to the negro, nud tho concession to 
him of tho freeman's right to bear arms in 
tho service of his country, were acts for 
which, in tho language ol Mr. Adams, 
Americans in every part of tho world should 
meet to express their grateful thanks to tho 
Graat Disposer of human events. The meet- 
ing sotmed to rococnize the idea that the 
policy thua inaugurated had been fairly and 
honorably accepted by American citizens. 
The freedom of tho colored race, and their 
equality with tho white man, received a very 
practical illustration during tho proceedings 
of tha meeting. It was a novel, as it must 
have been an interesting sight, for an accred- 
ited Minister of the United States, and the 
ftrtencl of his embassy, to stand humbly and 
devoutly, in the presence of one who had 
besn himself a elave, who bad won his lib- 
erty by what, but for the President's procla- 
matien, would have been branded as a orimo 
and a felony ; and hear him thanking God 
for successes already obtained, and proy for 
the spsedy. completion of tho great work 
whioh their country had taken in hand. Tho 
chairman of the meeting was himself for- 
merly Senator for the slave-holding State of 
Mississippi ; and among those who wero 
present were republicans, not only from the 
Free States, but from almost every Southern 
State in America. The friends of rreedom 
will therefore gladly hail the evidences of a 
change in tho feelings of Americans towards 
their colored free brethren which this oxpres- 
aion of opinion has afforded: This recog- 
nition of the claims of the colored raco, shown 
under circumstances of peculiar solemnity, in 
the presence of ofnoiul representatives of the 
United States, will assuredly not be lost on 
England, and it will tend to satisfy many 
doubtful minds that tho government of the 
United Slates aro really sincere in tho policy 
•which they have adopted with respect to 
emancipation.

Air. Hood might have asked Mr. Gary if he 
was a lawyer; Mr. II. might have said to Gary 
that ho should want some one to draw pa- 
pers. Did Mr. Cury soy it was only ne- 
cessary to wiito to him. to got extension of 
time? Jt may have been said. Mr. Cary 
askeul Mr. Hood if lie could mark the line by 
31st July ! Mr. Hood, in reply, said that ho 
did not require an extension, he could do the 
work without. Did Mr. Gary say that ho 
had power with tho government? 1 can't' 
say that he did, he may havo said it, it, is 
more likely I said so. It is very likely Gary 
did say so, as lit had been trying with mo to 
get tho charter. It is very likely I 
said we could get an extension of time if re- 
quired. Did Mr. Cary say that it was not 
necessary for Mr. Hood to pay largo sums 
lor local nlvica 1 He might have said so. 
Did Mr. Cary say that it was as well to state 
what interests Cary should have 1 I don't 
remember ; it distinctly understood that 
Mr. Cary and 1 were principally interested in 
tho aBair ; we agreed that Gary and I should 
have one-third of tbe tolls of tho road; Mr. 
Hood to havo two thirds, which he 'at onoe 
consented to; Mr. Hood was to make the 
road for nis two-iuirds, deliuo the lino, nnd 
comply with tho terms ol tho agreement ; 
I considered that after tha conclusion with 
Mr. Hood it finished all the labor and trouble 
J had had. Mr. Cary was not hound to do 
anything. Mr. Gary hud contributed to the ex- 
penses. I can't cuy how much in hard cash 
to defray expenses ; it might havo been 
S'200. Was it understood, if not distinctly, 
that Mr. Q:\ry was not to charge lor legal 
expenses? I can't fell ; I don't remember ; 
it is very likely it was stated that he would 
do tho legal work, but nothing was said 
about the remuneration ; I can't swear he 
wus to do it for nothing j Mr. Cary might 
remember bolter than I can. Mr, Gory rrjen- 
;ijned it was necessary to make a company, 
and ho would do so. After. this interview 
with Mr. Cary a part of our agreoment was 
that we should form n company, which was 
required. The noxt titno 1 saw Mr. Hood 
was two or three days after. Mr. Hood was 
nttiious to have tho matter settled. Mr. Cary 
was busily employed in preparing the agree- 
ment for Mr. Hood fo si^n, f bl'V the 
rough draft ; if was copied in my . [a. 1 
am not aware that any olhor dr li was 
drawn by Mr. Cary than that e lilted. 
Mr. Hood camo about three ho , . be- 
fore tup Labouohoro started nt that 
timo tho agreement was boing copied ; I can- 
not swear that Mr. Hood bad over Been tho 
draft, but l.o read 109 clean copy bolero l 10 
signed it ; I can't say Hood ever saw tho 
draft; ho bad been to tho office to aco tbe; 
deed once or twice. Mr. Gary was ill, it look 
a long timo to <Jo jt. Tho LaDouchere loft 
about two o'clock. A joint-stock company 
had hoe.i founded in tho interim ; a memo- 
randum of association, and artioles had been 
rnported ready lor signature, I understand 
from Mr. Cary that he would attond to all. 
I was a member, and Seorotary of the Com- 
pany, but 1 loft tho nrliolos of association to 
Mr. Gary ; ttiero was a meoting of the Com- 
pany held on that day ; (produces niinules of 
tho meeting in paper;) it was not odpied into 
tho books; Iho individual members had no- 
tice to attend ; 1 believe livo out of tho seven 
attetuWd'the meeting; the meetinK was held 
at the ollieo of Mr. Dra<r';, on Governrncnt 
street ; tho minutes rue afgned by Mr Drake, 
as Chairman ; this was tho first (and only 



meeting of the Company. Mr. Hood was 
eognizant of tho whole. I know the circum 
'stance under which Mr. Burnaby, Mr 
Stahlschmidt, Mr. Hensley nnd others were 
members of the Company. Mr. Hood was 
informed ' about it. It was slated to Mr. 
Hood that seven names were required. Mr. 
Hood wanted to havo no largo Company. It 
was arranged that Mr. Gary should get seven 
names. I was cognizant of all lhl8. I left 
all to Mr. Cary. I am aware that it was un- 
derstood and arranged thai these namo3 should 
be only in trust. Mr. Hood also knows it. 
I don't know form A. I know it is signed 
by gentlemen to for a Company. I lefl all 
this entirely to Mr. Cary. I don't remembor 
having a second meeting at Mr. Cary's house 
in connection with this matter. It might 
have been on Sunday, now that you speak 
about it. I really can't remembor if I said 
anything about a draft agreement at tho 
meeting, Mr. Hood camo moro than onco ; 
he wiuTanxions to seo tho agreement, to sign 
and get away, it was long. Mr. Hood read 
it. I never hearu tho bell of tlio Libouchere 
ringinc when Mr. Hood read tlio agreement. 
Mr. Hood had a copy of this agreement, 
which was made this day. I believe he took 
il away. I believo I r;ave a copy to Mr. Hood 
in the'oluce. I did not take it to Mr. Mae- 
donald. 1 told Mr. Hood he ought to have a 
copy of all documents, and 1 gave a promise 
to Mr. Macdoi.aU that certified copic3 of the 
pipers should be given to him for Mr. Hood ; 
this was before the Labouchnrs started. Mr. 
Hood had signed the deed before wo went to 
Mncdonald's. To tho best of my recollection 
Mr Hood had a copy of the agreement. 
Mr Hood did not express any dissatisfaction 
about tho deed not boing ready ; he said 
time was passing 1 don'l think Hood said 
ho would take his. stock ofr from the Labou- 
chore ; ho might. Did you send oa board 
to him Jo say the deed was ready ! I did not. 
I don't remember his saying that the deed 
was different to what ho intended. He did 
nit express dissatisfaction. I don't remembor 
his saying that he had no time to examine b 
and show it to anybody. I can't swear. I 
don't remember his saying it was impossible 
to do it, but he would do the best to do it ; 
ho might have said so ; he did not say ho 
hoped he was doing business with persons 
who would take no ndvantuge of him — letter 
of 2!>th June referred to — mo?t certainly be- 
fore this letter u.h written Mr. Hood had 
been spoken to about blazing the trail. 
| The Court roso for one hour | 
irTERNOoir skssion. 
Court mot nt 2:20. Examination of E. 
Green continued : 

When Mr. Hood returned in September he 
trdd me ho had called on Col. Moody nnd 
scon him respecting tho charter as ho camo 
through Now Westminster. 

Did you over hoar from Mr. Cary or Mr. 
Hood that Hood had naked him to pay him 
for services'! 

1 don't remember anything about it. The 
lotlers put in had reference to a now charier 
to Mr. Bond on the understanding that Mr. 
C.ity's and my own interests should be taken 
care of— thai is, we wero to havo one-third 
in caso tho charter wits given to Mr. Hood. 

Question by Mr. Wood— Did you ever 
impute dishonesty to Sir. Hood? 

Riug objected, Mr. McCreight fol- 
lowed. 

Mr. Wood prossed tho question. 
Mr. Ring then ngain addressed tho court 
on tl)e ground that this question could not be 
pin. 

His Honor tulod the question should be 
pi:!. 

I do impute a breach of faith and contract. 
I do not believe ho used all the exertions 
in his power. 

Mr." Wood here complained of the wit- 
iv -5 replying by observations to his ques- 
t: as . 

Mr. Ring said that the question of fraud 
h id been raised and thai lhe observations of 
Mr. Green were of vast importance to the 
c! -iir exposition of the caso. 

His Honor said that he wished the busi- 
ii.'is of the oourt lo bo conducted properly 
ami that the learned counsel's Interruptions 
were most improper. 

.Mr. Ring said ho had not maJo interrup- 
tions or improper observations. 

His Honor said that Mr. Ring's impropri- 
ety consisted in continually interrupting the 
busiuess of tho court by epeaking loud. 
Such conduct he had never seen in a ooutt 
of justice and he would not permit it. 

Mr. Hood neveroiTered to give up his share. 
1 have instructed uuuusel iu this matter. 
No meeting of the company wus oalled to 
institute' this proceeding, it was an original 
prooeoding between myself aud .Mr. Gary. 
I am not aware that others of tlje company 
gave instructions; we had no office; there 
was n rough Baal. Witness was asked to 
produce the seal of which he had had notice, 
but it wrjs not produced. 

Witness was ro-ornrnined by Mr. Ring at 
some length, but tlio evidence elioitsd was 
merely recapitulatory. 

Archibald Jams', examined by Mr. Mc- 
Creight — I remember going up Bentinck 
Arm in the Labouobere with Mr. Hood in 
June, 1802, we went wont ns far as Fort 
Alexander. Can't say when tho steamer 
arrived at Hontinck Arm, il might be four or 
five days, I am not sure how many clays. He 
discharged his Iroight and started to go up 
tho river ; tho slide is fifty-seven miles from 
Bentinok Arm by the road ; wo took 41 days 
to do 57 miles, from the lime wo left Vic- 
toria. Hood had a good many wild horses, 
somo of them unbroken. Hood had 9 or 10 
men with him ; all lhe men did a littlo; all 
tlio men were going through with him ; I 
think be had 12 ton of goods with him ; 1 
had some beans and bacon. Thirty good 
men,. with proper horses and men, would 
have' taken 10 days les3 ; they might have 
taken 1% to 3 days if they took Indians to 
pack ; the greater part of the goods were 
sent up in a oanoe, West wont up with them. 
There was an Indian trail, und we wont iilong 
and cut away the logs, and out tho brush 
nwav. I went to Aloxunder ; from the slide to 
Alexander, we took 31 or 22 days to get 
there; if we had packed with Indians, wo 
might have done it iu 10 days; it would 
havo taken 5 days longer lo havo blazed 
tho line; a considerable quantity was blazed 
already ; lhe twelve tons (d goods got up to 
Alexander — luss what was eaten. West sold 
out his interest in tho goods to Hood at Fort 
Alexander. Mr. Hood bought some goods on 
the way j I don't know whether it wus seven 
tons or not ; we arrived with a large quantity, 
1 nlionld say two and a-half tons. Mr. lie od 
turned back at Alexander, sixteen miles be- 
yond tho slide ; somo of the horses gave out 
on the road ; we started with twenty-seven ; 
I think when the good-, got to Alexander we 
shipped them to the Month ol Quosnelle. 
V\'« had a man going a-head of tho trail 
blazing the line. I think Hood was at Alex* 
,an<lor when tho goods arrived; wo started u 
few days aftor far Lillqopt. Tho goods wero 
sold at Mouth of Quesnelle by Ihuron, 1 bo 
Uevo ho was a partner in tho train, but I can't 
say ; there was a good deal of delay caused 
by cutting logs on the road ; going up the 
belt of the river il is swumpy ; there is vory 
littlo feed on the river going up, but when 
we get over the slido it is very narrow. 

Cross examined by Mr. Hood.— I swear 
we wero not eight days going from Victoria 
to Bentick Arm. Mr. Hood had twenty- 
eight horses with him. 1 know nothing about 
no/ contract that Mr. Hood had ; I obeyed 
orders. I will not swear that any of tho 
h Tses were unbroken horses, somo of them 
packed pretty bad ; two or thrie of them 
s iinetimes wore wild, about hall of tbem were 
wild. I believo Mr. Hood did Ilia best to get 
urough the liqo. 

George Wilson oalled and examined by Mr. 
Jung — I was in Lieut. Palmer's employment 
fn June, 1802, and accompanied him up to 
IJoatinck Arm. Mr. Hood went with us ; 
<ao went up on tho Laboucliero ; he had 
abOOt 28 horses,; ho was taking them along 
with him ; I don't know whether ho wanted 
them to help him in biasing the trail; ho 
used thorn in packing provisions ; they woro 
not al| packed, not above half of them ; a 
horse wonld carry about Q0Q lbs. I suppose 
Mr. Hood done all he could, but seine of the 
mon left him. J saw Mr. Hood at Bolla 
G oola ; it was several days beloro wo started, 
I think about seven days ; Mr. Palmer said 
that Mr, Hood was not coming on fast 
enough for him ; one of Mr. Hood's men went 
up from the elide with Mr. Palmer to biazo 
tho. trail. Hood's train arrived at Alexandria 
ou the 2'Jtli orAuguM ; I know MoQIeod j I 
don't know what lima ho took in packing 
over lhe slide. 

Mr. Ring askod whether witness know that 
any other persons hud gone over tho ground 
before. 

Mr. Wood objected to the nuosllori, 
Mr. Ring argiiod that he had a right to put 
the question to disprove the plea of fraud. 

His Lordship said that ho supposed tho 
learned counsel was asking these questions 
with a view to showing tho practicability ol 
the route. 

, Mr. Eing .said that ho was glad that he 
had ponetrutod His Lordship's mind at last. 

Witness— ft was not necessary for Mr. 
Hood lo take so much goods up. 



Cross-examined by Mr. Wood — Tho Indi- 
ans would pack the goods if money were Iqfl 
ni the rancheris befbrehajd, but we did not 
like to trust them ; wo ware about 11 di s 
Koing from Victoria to Bentinek Arm ; 
I hoard that Hood hid a charter to pnt tho 
trail through ; Mr, Hood had not sufficient 
help to get in quickly ; horses had been over 
tho slido ; our horses and Hood's horses could 
not have got over tho trail with thoir packs 
on ; some horses bad been over before. 

Re-examined — It would havo taken twenty 
days to go through the trail and blazo it. 

The Court was hero adjourned until Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock.

TREASURER AND IlAHIJOIl MASTIItT. 

Tho resolution proposing to make the 
Treasurer collect the Harbor duos nnd to 
remove the Treasury to Government street, 
came up on recommittal. 

Tho Chairman said ho was decidedly of 
opinion that the resolution wu3 not iu order. 

Mr. Street asked the Chairman if ho had 
not alroady ruled tho resolution lo be in or- 
der. (Hear, hear.) 

Tho Chairman said lie would rather not 
decide the matter himself, but would refer the 
matter to tho hon. Speaker. 

Tho Committoe rose and reported progress 
in order to decide the question of order iu 
regard to the resolution. 

The Speaker decided that tho resolution 
wns in order, so far as the collection of the 
Harbor Dues by the Treasurer, but that the 
romoval of the Treasury was irregulur. 

Mr. DeCosmos asked leavo lo add the fol- 
lowing clause : That in tho opinion of this 
commitieo tho granting ol permits, licenses, 
&c, should bo in the hands of the Treasurer. 
As to the removnl of tho Treasury to a more 
con»enient position, that could be dono by a 
rosolution of tho House, or even by the F.x- 
ccutive, without any resolution. 

Mr. Street would ask if it was contem- 
plated to give tho Harbor Master any other 
office | 

Mr. Young said that at present the Har- 
bormaster and Postmaster were one. ar.d ho 
roceived $1700 per annum for the two ; thero 
was also only one clerk for tho two depart 
menls, who receivod $500 for the ope, and 
S750 for the other, making a jalarv el 
81250. 

.Mr. Bayley feared that it was contem 
plated to create nnothor otiice; bo hod board 
it so stated ouside. 

Mr. Young said it was wasting the time ol 
the House to discuss outside statements. It 
was impossible to dofine the exact nature of 
the Harbormaster's duties, hut he would 
have a great deal to do when the dredgiug 
maohiue arrived, in superintending the pro- 
posed improvements. It was not intended 
to separate tho offices of Harbormaster and 
Postmaster, till the works in the harbor wero 
commenced. 

Mr. DeCosmos said he understood that tho 
salary of $1700 did not comprise the wholo 
receipts ol the office; ho understood that 
there was a oopsiderablo amount of perqui- 
sites, which ho thought should fall into the 
hands of the Treasury. 

Dr. Helmckcn said he did not think the 
country required nny change in the manage- 
ment of these two offices ; at any rate, it 
was an economical mode or management, 
Ho did not think tho ndvanco iu thoso de- 
partments in 1884 over ItiO'i was justified by 
tho increase of rovenue. 

Mr. Young said the increaso in revenue 
was simply $10,000. The estimate was not 
tho actual nmount to bo spent, bqt only what 
might be required. 

Mr. Street could not seo .how $7'25 was 
required for ocossional assistance last year. 
We had a mail about every 10 days ; this 
allowing two days resistance for each mail, 
would be 120 days, whioh nt $2 per day, 
would bo 324b. Whero did the rest of the 
money go? He would move that the Harbor- 
master's salary be $1,200, same as last year. 
Carried, 

The resolution making tho Treasurer col- 
lect the harbor dnes. &c., wrs lost. 

The salaries of olerk S7 J 0, and boatmen 
S500, and office contingencies S250, was 
passed. 

Postmabter— 81,300. 

Mr. Street would liko to know whether 
thero were any checks on tho transaction of 
business in this department '! Large num- 
bers of letters were stamped for Wells, Fargo 
and Go,, and he would ask whether any ac- 
count were kept of this ! 

Mr. Uuncan moved that tho sum of $800 
be substituted for $1,300. 

Mr. DeCosmos moved that §500 bo the 
sum instead of $1,:|00. The present official 
had a great number of perquisites ; he had 
$15 or §20 for iustanco on every English 
ship ooming intq tho harbor, also other per- 
quisites. The vote of $500 was carried. 
Clerk $500. 

Mr. DoCosmos said the gentleman who 
filled this position had moat of the monoy pass 
through his hands, and was underpaid for so 
responsible a post. Do thought tho salary 
should reach $1,500. Tho officer in question 
was the hardest woiked in the department. 

Mr. Young said that the additional $250 
might bo made up to him from the item for 
occasional assistance 

Mr. Danean would like to ask why the 
Home could not vote for 5750 instead ol 
$500. 

The Speaker said it wns an established 
parliamentary rule, that the estimates could 
not be increased in committoe. 

Mr. Street askud tho chairman if he posi- 
tively refused to put the vote pf S7S0. 
The Chairman — I do. 
Tho salary of $500 was voted. 
Occasional Assistance— $ 1000. 
Mr. Street said that if il were understood 
that S2S0 would go to the clerk, he would 
move that the ocoaiional assistance be $050. 

The Speaker said that il would ho under- 
stood that 9250 would go to tho clerk. 
Carried. Also contingencies, 8125. 
Chief Justice— $3880. 
Mr. DoCosmos said that he had brought 
up a motion for tho appointment of a new 
Chief Justieo, which motion had been re- 
ferred lo this committee Ho now woul 
wish to ptoss this matter cn theconajderatio • 
of the House. His own private opinion w. 
that the gontleman now Cbief Justice had 
worked long and faithfully to serve the 
colony, and althoqgh not trained to tho law 
he bolieved he had used eyery honest ondca 
vor to setye out substantial justice in tl|i 
colony— tho main ond and aim of law. Still 
tho fact of his not boing a professional gen 
tloman lossened the confidence of tho country 
in the Bench. It was known that tho Bar did 
not possess that confidence in the Bench which 
it should always possess in a well regulated 
community. This reaclod on tho public, and 
tho only moans to remedy this was to act on 
the suggestions of tho Doko of Newcasllo, 
and ask His Exsellonoy to request the Homo 
Government to appoint a barrislor to the 
Chief Justiceship in this colony. He had 
therefore drawn out n copy of an address 
to IBs Jrjxcollency. 

Tlr. Trimble and Dr. Powell suggested that

Your memorialists the Legislative Assem- 
bly of Vancouver Island in Parliament 
assembled, respectfully nnd earnestly bring 
before tho notice of yonr Grace, the present 
defenceless condition of the hnrbors of Vio- 
toria and LJsquimalt, where iu tho ovent of 
sudden hostilities the Government ond private 
properly, and even Her Majesty's ships of 
war on this station, might he destroyed by an 
Ironclad, in defiance of all that could bo ef- 
fected from laud to impede tlio advont of 
such a vessel.
